These above conditions are contributing the Ihe number ol flies lhal are observed insicle and arourd iho firs! two 
panihar enclosures. Numerous Flies wera observed on the panther's ears in these 2 enclosures. These animels 
were observed to be constantly flicking their ears. At Ihe present time, the Hies have not caused any ear lesions 
qr WQunds, bu| left untrested Frequently do cause lesirjng, wpunds and digcomlprt lo the animals. The Facility 
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has ingliluted a fly control pnjgram consisting! of topioal ointments S: sprays as well as fly traps, but this has r»cH 
compl^Laly Cdnlroll^ IPh fly populaliori iln Ihia araa.
